Take Firm Stand On Peace

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 30.—(Special to The News)—That 
the American Legion will become a militant and fighting or- 
ganization not only to guard the rights of all veterans but also 
to exert its influence of more than three million veterans in 


world affairs was indicated by National 


Commander John 


Stelle in an address delivered at the opening of the Legion 


convention here. 


Asking that the ceilings be 
taken cff the veterans and put 
on the bureaucrats, Commander 
Steele urged 3,679 delegates to 
pass a resolution asking for re- 
moval of ceilings for on-the-job 
training. He a:zso recommended 
that as a part of the program for 
the coming year the active par- 
ticipation by the Legion in world 
affairs. 

The distinguished head of the 
veterans’ organization warned 
that due to political expediency 
the trend was now to cut expen- 
ditures for veterans benefits and 
pointed to the on-the-job training 
ceiling as one example. The Am- 
erican Legicn believes that this 
is only the first step in retrench- 
ment, he declared. The next ceil- 
ing may be put on the veteran 
who has returned to school or 
who wants to go into business 
or who wants to own a home, 

Military men who spoke at the 
opening session came out for 
strong militray forces for the 
preservation of peace, They asked 
the Legion's help in making ade- 
quate defenses possible. 

While no business was trans- 
acted today the convention open- 
ed with a grim ncte that although 
the war had been over more than 
a year not much progress had 
been made in the establishment 
of a permanent peace. All the 
speakers urged the Legion to 
make its influence felt in every 
way possible for the building of 
a better world.
